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FOREWORD 

The  THIRD  BIENNIAL  EXHIBITION  of 

CONTEMPORARY    AMERICAN    PAINTING 

constitutes  the  fifth  in  the  series,  inaugurated  in  1932,  of  alternat- 
ing exhibitions,  one  year  of  paintings  in  oil,  the  following  year 
of  sculpture,  watercolors,  drawings  and  prints. 

These  exhibitions  are  organized  by  a  different  method  than  that 
usually  employed  in  assembling  exhibitions  of  a  similar  character. 
No  jury  is  appointed  to  choose  the  exhibits,  the  Museum  accept- 
ing full  responsibility  for  the  artists  invited.  The  choice  of  the 
work  contributed  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  artist. 

To  avoid  the  disproportionate  emphasis  often  placed  upon  a 
few  works  singled  out  for  cash  prizes  and  other  honors,  it  is  the 
Museum's  policy  to  eliminate  such  awards  and  instead  to  acquire 
outstanding  works  for  the  Museum's  Collection  from  an  annual 
purchase  fund  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  artists  have  contributed  a  painting 
each  to  the  present  exhibition.  Though  limitations  of  space  neces- 
sarily exclude  many  artists  of  equal  importance  to  those  invited, 
each  exhibition  includes  a  large  proportion  of  new  names.  This 
year  thirty-nine  artists  are  represented  who  were  not  included  in 
the  previous  biennial  exhibition  of  painting. 

In  spite  of  its  comparatively  small  size,  we  believe  that  this  ex- 
hibition is  representative  of  the  most  vital  painting  produced  in 
America  today.
